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Winter Increases Fire Hazards 

The approach of winter brings an increase in 
many fire hazards, particularly In homes where heating 
and electrical equipment will soon be working at capa- 
city. And this winter we will learn whether the Ameri- 
can people are capable of meeting the challenge of a 
destroyer that has been setting ruinous record after 
ruinous record. 

That challenge has been clearly presented to 
every individual— and to every community, no matter 
how small. The President's conference on fire safety, 
which was held last May, developed a splendid, all-in- 
clusive program for combatting fire. But that program 
will be worthless without aggressive public support. 

One of the principal community duties is to 
enact fire prevention ordinances that are up to date — 
and then to enforce them. Thousands of our towns have 
no ordinances at all. Many others have laws which arc 
completely obsolete. And in others still little or no ef- 
fort is made at enforcement. The certain result is ever- 
increasing fire loss. 

An efficient fire department is equally important. 
Firemen must be trained, and equipment must be kept 
in proper repair. Adequate water facilities must be pro- 
vided. A small town cannot have the kind of fire de- 
partment that protects a metropolis — but it can have 
one adequate to meet its need at moderate cost. 

Every expert knows that fire can be controlled — 
and that losses can bo reduced to a fraction of their 
present volume. Positive action will accomplish that

Socialism Saps a Nation 

For more than 50 years, the Wisconsin State 
Federation of Labor carried a plank in its platform 
advocating public ownership of utilities. Now that 
plank has been dropped. The reason, according to the 
Duluth Herald, is that "actual bargaining experience 



the decisions of the government. There can be no re- 
dress from injustice when all-powerful officials domin- 
ate labor's source of livelihood. 

Worst of all, when government takes over busi- 
ness, it ts almost Impossible to get government out of 
business. A revolution or a complete collapse of the 
government in power is necessary. Even then, the 
transition back to a free enterprise system is difficult 
and costly. Socialism exhausts the energies of n 
country and dissipates its capital. It places a premium 
on mediocrity and discourages initiative. It makes for 
a sheep-like people, conditioned to blindly following 
leaders. After a period of years of that, the people 
lose the ability to manage their own affairs. 

The Wisconsin State Federation of Labor has 
learned that free labor and free enterprise are one. 
It is to be congratulated for admitting it.

Government and Bread and Butter 

It is probable that a very small minority of the 
people realize to what extent the cost of government 
enters into present day living costs. 

The Tax Foundation recently published a re- 
markable comparison of the cost of food and the cost 
of the Federal government, which was prepared by the 
Chief of the St. Louis Star-Times Washington bureau. 
The comparison shows that government costs— exclu- 
sive of war activities— increased from 54,000,000,000 in 
1929 to 521,000,000,000 in 1040. In the same period, 
food costs increased from 520.000,000,000 to 543.000.- 
000,000. And, in 1946, retail food stores sales came to 
524,000,000.000— which was only 53,000,000,000 more 
than the cost of the Federal government, not counting 
war expenditures. These figures, it should be empha- 
sized, do not include the cost of state and local govern- 
ments. 

It's a sure bet that if the government had done 
as much to hold down costs as has American business, 
we'd be far better off now. The cost of commodities 
has gone up In spite of, no because of, the efforts of 
industry to keep prices from getting out of line. No 
manufacturer wants to see his customers priced out of 
the market. No storekeeper, whether he sells food or 
clothing or anything else, wants to sec consumers forced 
into buying less. That feeling is shared by great manu- 
facturers and small producers— and, on the distribution 
end, by the big chain systems and the little stores alike
